In 
view of the general thesis that 
Ireland is a poor country, these 
figures almost might be described 
as astonishing. The resilience of 
the Irish tax-payer must be caus- 
ing unpleasant headaches to those 
financial and economic experts 
who have been laying down the 
law for so many years, and, in 
nearly every case, have been 
proved by events to be wrong. If 
anybody had predicted ten years 
ago that Mr. O’Kelly would have 
been demanding more than 
£50,000,000 from the Irish tax- 
payers in the year of grace, 1944, 
and demanding it, furthermore, in 
the most cheerful manner, that 
person would have been dubbed 
a lunatic. Thus, time and 
experience play havoc with the 
most fondly cherished theories. 
Possibly the outstanding feature 
of the past year’s returns has been 
the enormous yield of the duties 
on tobacco and drink. Tobacco 
produced £9,081,000 and beer 
and spirits £6,299,000—in each 
case, about £1,000,000 in excess 
of the Minister’s estimate. These 
results indicate that the citizen of 
Eire—female as well as male— 
not only is drinking and smoking 
more than previously, but is 
prepared to pay more for 
“smokes” and drinks. In these 
circumstances, we make bold to 
suggest that Mr. O’Kelly even 
might have increased the duties on 
tobacco and alcoholic beverages, 
and thereby made possible some 
slight reduction in the standard 
rate of income tax. Next year, as 
we hope, if these taxes on what, 
after all, are luxuries, yield sums 
in excess of the Minister’s 
expectations, Mr. O'Kelly will 
spare a thought for the hapless 
payer of income tax, who, at the 
moment, finds himself caught 
between the upper and the nether 
millstones. 

The gap between actual 
revenue and expenditure must be 
bridged by the raising of the sum 
of £4,354,000, “to be found by 
borrowing or otherwise.” There 
will be certain minor adjustments
